The plague of rabbits in onr Anustrala- | 
riety colontes fs one of which much has 
n heard, and it appears that another 
pean animal, the dog, is about to 

i \ the exampie-of the rabbit, and | 
make hinmeelf'e instead «f a pet. 


adpears that the number of wild or 
ni-wild dogs has recently increased 
large!y io Vietorts and New South Wales, 
andl the consequence is a great slaughter 
of sheep by three nomads. The govern- 
ment has already offered rewants for 
their deatrnetion. In New Zealand some 
enterprising people have hit #n the idea 
{ importing weasels and stoats from Eng- 
land to keep down the rabbite; but if 
the former increase in their new habitat 
as rapidly as the latter have done, the 
last state of New Zealand will be worse 
than the firet, for a plague of rabtits 
must be ae nothing compared to a plague 
of weasela, and a great increase of the 
latter, from their predatory and destrac- 
t habita, monet be followed iy a oon. 
siderable alteration im the distribution of 
the fauna of New Zealand. In Jamaica, 
according to the last report of the Direc- 
tor of Publie Gardens in that colony, the 
planters suffered greatly from the depre- 
dations of rats among the sugar-canes. 
The rat-eaten canes were good for nothing 
exevpt ram, ant accordingly large sams 
were t in poison and dogs to keep 
down rata, bot apparently without 
much success. At jast an enterprising 
planter determined to import the mon- 
from India to destroy the rate on 


formerly they were found in large quan- 
tities. But the new importation cen- 
tinues to multiply and spread, not only 
on sugar estates, but on the highest 
mountains, as well as along shore, even 
amidst swamps and Lagoons; and when 
the sugar-cane rat is wholly extermina 
ted, the mongoose will still go on in- 
creasing, and what then’?
